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The Second Vetos

Tuwr refusal of President Jonxson to give
his consent to the Civil Rights bill will ocea-
gion no surprise. It and the Freedmen's
Bureau bill were the twin chbildren of Senator
TruMpULL's brain, and when the Exeeutive
saw fit to veto the one, conslstency, il nothing
olss, demanded that a like fate should be
reserved for the other. While, therefore, the
first vete took the countyy by surprise, the
present has been considered a foregone con-
cluglon for the past ten days, In exerciding
his constitutional prerogative, the Prejident
has forwarded an elaborate message, in which
all the objections, legal and political, which
could be urged, are set forth in the strongest
light. It is unnecessary to add that the
draught of the document makes as strong a
oase a8 that side would allow. If he fails to
convinee the people it is becanse conviction is
mpossible. Let *us concisely review his argu-
ments i—

1. He deems the bill unnecessary. “If, as
is claimed by mauny, all persons’ who are
native-born are, by virtue of the Constitution,
citizens of the United States, the passage of
the pending law cannot be necessary to make
them such.” If they are not thus citizens,
then why should they be declared such ?—for
all elvil “rights are secured to all domiciled
aliens and foreigners, even betore naturaliza-
tion, and the same enactments will give hike
protection to those for whom this bill pre-
scribes special legislation.”

2. The bili discriminates between the black
race and the intelligent forelgners, for while
the blacks are Immediately declared citizens,
the stranger has to reside amongst us flve years
before he can acquire these rights,

3. Ii invades the rights reserved by the
Constitution to the States, or rather it en-
croaches on powers which the States did not
delegate to the Genersl Government, Thus
it forees upon Indiana and Ilinois black resi-
"dents, while the State laws forbid any colored
person to settle within the boundary of the
Commonwealth, “Ii Congress has the right
to decide who shall hold lands, who shall tes-
tify, then Congress can by law decide who
shall sit a8 jurors, or as a judge, hold office,
and finally vote in any State and Territory.”

4. It provides for the punishment of State
officers, judges, marshals, and others, who
shall violate this law, even it they do so in
conformity with a law passed by the Com-
monwealth, and makes them amenable for
their action to other courts than those before
which the ecase would naturally come. “ e
legislation thus proposed overrides the judi-
clal power ol the State.”

B. He objects to its provision ad seriatim
He objects to the fact that the case under this
law would come before a United States Court,
He objects to the power given to the agents
of the ¥Freedmen’s Bureaa, instead of to the
civil officers. He objects to the fees pre-
seribed ns belonging to a commissioner, as
they tend to tempt him to make arrests to
gain the legal reward. In fact, he says, ‘‘to
me the detalls of the bill are fraught with
evil.”

In concluding the lengthy document he
makes use of a sentence which will
gratify every loyal heart, and which, coming
as it does (rom one over whom the witches o
the Demoeracy are holding a carnival because
of a supposed conversion, will go far towards
discouraging their hopes, He says i—

"Emeru:mnf these sentiments, it only remains for
me o say that I will cheerfully co-operats with Ugns
gress in any measure that may bo necessary tor the
promotion of the civil riguts ol the (reedmen, us we.l
a8 thoso of all other clmssea of persous throughout
the United States, by judical prooess, under equal
and moparting lws, In contormaty with e provi-
slons of the Federal Consutuuon. | now return the
bill to the Benate, and regret thac in considerng the
bills and joint resolutions, torty<two in number,
whieh have been thus lar submutied for my aporoval,
1 am compelied te withhold my nssont trom & socond
mestitre that bas recelved the sancnion of botu
Houses of Congross,”

the message is met, we append the editorial
utterances of the leading journals of our own
and sister citles.

bill, snd mot agaipst the poliey of protectlog the
freedmen, In this view he 18 supported by somo of
tho best constitutionnl Jawyers amon# the Hadical
Kepublicans of thoe Hdouss, of whom Mr. Bingham
of Ohlo, may be referred to as an instangs, These
aro matters to be considefed calmiv, and not with
the heat and passion of parcisanship.”

THE VETOED BILL.
The following is a synopsis of the Civil Rights
bill a8 passed by both Houses of Congress, and
vetoed by the President:—

Seotion 1. That all persona born in the United
Btates, and not subleot to any forelgn mr,u-
cluding Indians not taxed. are hereby dec 0 bo
citigens o1 the United States, and such citmons, of
every race and color, without régard toany pravious
condit.on of alavery or lnvoluntary servitude, exospt
a8 punishment for erime, whereot the party shall
have boen duly convieted, shall have the samo right
io every State and territory to make and ouforoe
contracts, to suo and to be sued lnd'ﬁlva evidenoce,
to inherit, purchase, lesse, IBI‘. hold, and convey
real and personal property, and to full and equal
hnfmum ot all lnws nnrl: yro?md‘l;’n.;oilha :;ccun:iv
of pergon ano_ property as is e ¥ white citis
u&t,-und shiali be subjected w hike punishments,
pains, and pooalties, and to none other, any law,
sigtute, ord.uance, ulation, or eustom fo the
contrary notwithsranding.

E{:cnon 4. That the dis*rict attorneys, marshals,
and deputy marshals of the United Sistes, the com-
missioners appoinied by the eirouit and territorial
courts of the United States, with powers of arreating,
imprisoning, or baihng oflenders against the laws of
the United Siates, the offivers and agents of theo
Frevdmen's Burenn, sud evory othor officer who
mur be specially emnpowored by the President of the
United States, shall be and they are hereby spooially
nuthorized and required, at the oxpouse ef the
United Btates, to institute proceedings agminst ali
nnd every person who shall violate the provisions ot
this act, and cavse him or them to be arrestod and
imprisoned or bailea,

secrion 6 Toat sald Commigsioners shall have
concurrent junsdietion with the Judges ot the Cir-
cuit and District’ Courts ol the United Stales and
the Judges of the Superier Courts of the Territories,
soverslly und corlestively, in term time and vaoation,
upon estisfactory proot being made, to 1ssuo war-
rants and ﬂ"rooun for arresting and bringing before
them all offenders against the provielons of this aet,
and, on exsmiuation, 1o discharge, admnit to bail, or
commit for trial, an facts may warrant.

Hoeetion 6 defines the duties of the Commissioners
appointed onder the biil, And thst It be obiigator
on ail United States marshnls snd ucy marahals
to obey and execute all warrants undor the provi-
wiong of this bill; and imposes & penalty ol on
snch marshals as shall refuse or neglect to perform
toe duties presoribed above. 1f forther grants tho
Compussioners jull power to carry oot the provi.
sions of the aet. -

Section T provides for the punishment of any person
or persons who shall knowingly or wilfully mnder
or preveut soy officers in their exceution of any
warrant or proocess fssusd under the act.

Seetion 8 presorives the emoluments which shall
acorne to all officars for thar services 'n carrylng
out the varnous peovisions of the vill, and thewr mode
of pryment,

Beotion 9. That whenever tho President of tho
United Statos shall have reason to belleve that
offtnses have been, or are likely to be, committed
sgainst the provisions of this act within any judicial
dustriet, it -E:ll bo lawful for him, in his disorotion,
to direct the Judge, hal, and Distniot Altorney
of such distriet to attend st such place within the
distriot, and tor suob time a8 he may designate, for
the purpose of the more s y arrést and tnal of
persons charged with s violation of this act, and it
shall bo the duty of overy judge or other officer,
when auy such regoigitions suall be recsived by bim,
to attend st the tume and pince, and for the time
therein desienated, -

Seotion 10, That it ahall be lawiul for the Presl.
dent of the United States, or such peérsons as he
may empower for that purpose, to empl:lv nn&pul
o1 the land or naval foroes of the United States, or
of the mulitis, as shail be necessary to provent the
violstion and enfo dub oxeoution of this act.

Sechion 11, That 1 quostions of law arisin
in any canse under thoYrovisons of thisnet, a fina
appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court of the
ljg;ljed Swies.
